Thoro was an incrcaso to 292054900 
(Males, 1,551,40C, Forazlos 654,50C) in July, 1941, but tho large oxpansion of tho Foreos 
reduced civil employecs to 29104,3L0, (Malcs 1,394,1UG, Fomalos 71U,20C) in June, 1943. 
In tho noxt two war yoars thero was an incrodsc in tho malos and a docrodse in the 
fomales, the total incronsing to 2,114,5UC (Melos 1,424,4UuU, Fomalos 690,10) at ist Juno, 
4945. By 30th Juno, 1946, total wagc and salary earners in omploymont had inereasod to 
about 2,344,000 (Nalos 1,68C,UUC, Fonmlos 664,¢CC). In addition thore wore 17,100 malos 
and 1,90v fomalos doing full-time rcconstruction training courses. It is ostimated thet 
im Doccmber, 1946 wago and salary oarnors in omploynont (including 2 small number 
temporarily idlo as a rosult of industrial disputes) nuriborod 1,785,000 malos, 675,000 
forialos and 2,460,9LC porsons. In addition thero were 22,100 males and 3,°C° females 
doing full-time roconstruction training courses.

In rotail trade fomals omployment docrossod further and was lowor than in 
Novomber, 1946 though still highor than in Octcbor, 1946. A numbor of industries 
showed small incroasos in fomalo employment and menufacturing an increase of 3,500.
